SALE OF NEW AUTOS, “TRUCKS 
BARRED DUE TO WAR NEEDS 


Deliveries by Dealers Stoned Machines in 
Stock to Be Rationed — Plants to 
Produce Military Equipment Only. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 (AP).— 
Sale of new passenger automo- 
biles and trucks was prohibited 
throughout the United States today 
under Government orders mobiliz- 
ing the American automobile in- 
dustry for war production only.’ 

To put the country’s army on 
wheels and give it guns, planes 


and tanks, the factories which in 
peacetime made four times as 
many automobiles as the rest of 


the world put together, will be re- 
quired to halt all manufacture of 
new cars and light trucks for 
civilian use “within a few weeks,” 
it was announced. 

The 450,000 passenger cars and 
the light and heavy trucks now in 
stock with dealers can be bought 
only by ‘the Government, lease- 
lend and the most essential civil- 
ian users. Pending establishment 
of a rationing system to handle dis- 
tribution of these automobiles, the 
purchase, sale and delivery of all 
new cars and trucks is prohibited.

The automobile owner must then 
appear before the board. If board 
members think his request is jus- 
tified, they will give him an ap- 
proval slip which enables him to 
buy the new tires from any dealer.

The President told reporters that 
the present curtailment and the 
eventual rationing of new automo- 
biles would cause temporary un- 
employment of two months—not 
six, as some persons had feared. 

He said the leaders of organized

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KRATZ APPOINTED 
CIVIL AIR PATROL 
OPERATIONS HEAD 


President of St. Louis Fly- 
ing Service—State Force 
Is Enrolling Pilots for 
Non-Combatant Duties. 


Appointment of David Kratz, 
president of the St. Louis Flying 
Service, as operations and training 
officer of the Missouri Civil Air 
Patrol was announced today by 
Maj, William B. Robertson, State 
wing commander. 

The Civil Air Patrol is enrolling 
pilots and auxiliary workers to 
take over such duties as ferrying 
aircraft, towing gunnery targets, 
patrolling defense areas and search- 
ing for lost planes.

A damage suit for $660,000 filed 
against Union Electric Co. of Mis-

JPANESE ORE 
‘NTO SUBURBS OF 
HUNAN CAPTAL 


Chinese Admit Penetration 
of Changsha, Report 
Fierce Resistance to Big 
Invasion Force. 


CHUNGKING, Jan. 2 (AP).— 
Japanese occupation of the north- 
ern suburbs of Changsha, Hunan 
province capital and silk’ center, 
was acknowledged by the Chinese 
today as fighting in a shifting 
battle for possession of the city 
raged without pause. 

A communique said the battle 
in northern Hunan province was 
in its final stages and Chinese 
soldiers were fiercely resisting at- 
tacks on the outer defenses of 
Changsha, a city of 300,000 popu- 
lation. 

Japanese troops supported by 
aircraft forced their way across 
the Liuyang River into the sub- 
urbs yesterday, the Chinese Cen- 
tral News Agency reported. Sim- 
ultaneously, Japanese planes at- 
tacked the heart of the city, un- 
loading explosives from a low 
level and machine-gunning the 
streets. 

Other Hunan province towns, in- 
cluding the important railway 
junction of Hengyang, about 100 
miles south of Changsha, also were 
bombed. 

The Chinese also were engaged 
in hand-to-hand fighting in the 
province of Kiangsi to the east 
and were reported directly attack- 
ing the wine-making city of 
Shaohing, in the coastal province 
of Chekiang, 500 miles northeast 
of the Changsha battle zone. 

“It looks as if the Japanese are 
launching a general offensive 
against China,” a Chinese military 
spokesman said. 

The main battle for Changsha 
was in progress on the plains just 
northeast of the city. Casualties 
on both sides were said to be 
enormous, 

The Japanese suffered two of 
their worst defeats of the Chinese 
war in attempts to capture and 
hold Changsha, once in October, 
1939, and again last September. 

This time, Chinese sources de- 
clared, the invaders have poured 
reinforcements across the Liuyang 
River to build their strength up to 
100,000 men. Some foreign observ- 
ers discounted this figure, 

(The Berlin radio asserted the 
Japanese had occupied Changsha 
after a seven-day advance.) 

Changsha, in the midst of a rich 
rice-growing district, is 400 air-line 
miles northwest of Japanese-held 
Hongkong and about the same dis- 
tance east of Chungking.

JAPANESE TROOPS 
LAND BELOW IPOH

SINGAPORE, Jan. 2 (AP). — 
Gen. Sir Henry R. Pownall, new 
commander-in-chief of British 
forces in the Far Hast, declared 
today “considerable help is on the 
way” to Malaya where Japanese 
forces struck closer to Singapore 
in fresh landings on the west 
coast below the big tin center of 
Ipoh. 

His statement, published in the 
Malay newspaper Kuala Lumpur, 
did not @lisclose the nature of the 
help, but said “it is intended to 
fight for every inch of ground 
down the Malay peninsula.” 
Fighting already had reached 
areas approximately 190 miles from. 
Singapore on the east coast, in 
the Kuantan region, and 275 miles 
above here on the west coast in 
Lower Perak Province. 

It was in Lower Perak that Jap- 
anese forces landed and were en- 
gaged by British defense forces, a 
communique said. 

The war report asserted that 
“there has been renewed activity 
in Perak both on the main front 
and with enemy parties who lahd- 
ed in Lower Perak. Fighting con- 
tinues.” 

Of the east coast, where the Jap- 
anese have claimed capture of the 
port of Kuantan, the communique 
said “our patrols have been active 
and our artillery engaged enemy 
targets.” 

Twice during last night Japa- 
nese bombers attacked Singapore 
Island, A communique said that 
in the first attack damage was 
slight and there were no casual- 
ties. Results of the second attack 
were not disclosed immediately. 

Counterblows by the British 
were reported. Royal Air Force 
planes attacked a Japanese-occu- 


night. 

“Bombs were dropped from low 
altitudes and were observed to 
burst on runways and among 
enemy aircraft, two of which 
caught fire,” the communique said. 

“Other fires were burning in the 
Same area when our aircraft left 
the target. 

“In addition to bombing the air- 
drome, our aircraft also strafed it 
with machine-gun fire.” 

The Ministry of Information an- 
nounced that since the outbreak 
of war British fighters and anti- 
aircraft guns of the Far Eastern 
command had d-stroyed 32 Japa< 
nese planes, probably destroyed 
eight more, and damaged 16, 


BRITISH CITE NEED 
OF AIR AID AT SEA 


LONDON, Jan. 2 (AP).—A Brit- 
ish spokesman declared today that 
British and American fleets can- 
not be expected to operate effec- 
tively in the South Pacific until 
they can obtain adequate air sup- 
port. 

“Without an ‘umbrella’ of pro- 
tecting planes from carriers or 
land bases,” he said, “warships 
would be at the mercy of Japanese 
aircraft from dozens of bases in 
the Philippines, Indo-China and 
Malaya.” 
He asserted the Japanese might 
even be able to neutralize the use 
of Singapore as a naval base by 
bombing from air bases in Malaya. 
“The Long View.” 
“However,” he said, “we must 
keep the long view of the Pacific 
situation, remembering that in the 
long run the Allies can outbalance 
the Japs. 
“But the situation needs careful 
handling at the present moment.” 
“The fall of Manila,” said this 
source, “will allow the Japanese to 
use their forces to the south.” He 
added that Singapore would be in 
a “tough position” if the Japanese 
retained their hold in Malaya. 
He labeled as “nonsense” the 
Japanese claim that they sank 
nine British destroyers in thelr 
capture. of Hongkong, adding 
“there was only one old destroyer 
at Hongkong, and most of the 
guns had been taken from it for 
use on land.” 

Effect on Battle of Atlantic. 
The Pacific war, he said, has

“The 
moral destruction which opens ap- 
proaches into a country for the 
enemy is much more to be feared.” 
“Compensation in Glory.” 

Zazlavsky contended that Manila 
could withstand a siege and that 
privations and misery would be 
well compensated for in the glory 
of the people and the exhaustion 
of the enemy forces. His article 
calls to mind another which ap- 
peared in the Soviet press recently 
under the signature of Col, Greg- 
ory Bydukev, a member of the So- 
viet air mission to America. In 
general, Col. Bydukov’s observa- 
tions were laudatory, but he found 
the American soldier enjoying “too 
many conversations.”

Our Oil, Scrap Iron and Steel Come Back. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


OULD it be the Japs are justified in 

placing a low estimate upon the 
American I. Q.? Or perhaps a high one 
upon the American gullibility? 

For years Congress refused to give 
heed to the urgent pleas of our military 
experts for adequate fortification ‘of 
Guam. The reason, I have seen stated, 
was that such action might give offense 
to Japan. 3 

Bulletin No. 10, April, 1941, of the 
United States Department of Commerce, 
supplemented by release of May 22, 1941, 
reveals that in 1940 we supplied Japan 
22,667,000 barrels of petroleum and its 
products, with a value of $54,000,000, and 
the first three months of this year 11,- 
713,000 barrels. It is stated that no sub- 
sequent detailed reports have been is- 
sued. 

Japan itself produces less than 4,000,000 
barrels of petroleum annually, but has in 

recent years been using about 40,000,000 
barrels annually in its fight upon China. 

Obviously, it owes many thanks to us. 
And now, with a reputedly large quantity 
still in storage, Japan is using these sup- 
plies to provide power and lubrication 
for the instruments of destruction with 
which it is making war upon us. 

The same source is authority for the 
statement that during 1940 we furnished 
Japan 963,000 tons of scrap fron and 
steel, which it is now engaged in throw- 
ing back at us. The first three rhonths 
of last year, happily, the amount was 
very much reduced. 

And with the memory of Japan’s per- 
fidious peace negotiations and its treach- 
erous attack upon Pearl’ Harbor fresh in 
mind, we blandly expect Japan to treat 
Manila as an open city after its defenses 
had been withdrawn. 

Are we-yet awake to the sort of peo- 
ple with whom we have to deal?

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WAR AND THE AUTO INDUSTRY. | 


Nothing that has occurred so far on the economic 
front brings the fact of all-out war so directly home 


to the public as the ban imposed today on the sale 


of automobiles and trucks. The switch from peace- 
time to wartime conditions,in America is forcibly 
demonstrated by the announcement of motor vehicle 
rationing, by the imminent stoppage of auto and 
light truck production and by the coming large-scale 
conversion of the industry to making war implements. 

Far more than in any other country, the motor 
car is an American institution. It was invented, 
perfected and placed on a mass-production basis by 
American genius. This country now has some 32,- 
000,000 cars and trucks in service, or 70 per cent of 
the whole world’s motor-vehicle registration. Its 
factories produce more than four times as many 
cars and trucks as all other countriés combined. 

In this “nation on wheels,” in which around 80 
per cent of motor vehicles in normal years have gone 
to replace cars and trucks that are scrapped, the total 
stoppage of production for non-essential civilian use 
is sure to have profound effects. 

A tremendous volume of vital materials will be 
released for the nation’s war program by the OPM 
edict. The significance of the order can readily be 
grasped by noting that the motor industry annually 
uses 80 per. cent of the‘ nation’s rubber supply, 17 
per cent of its steel, 4.5 per cent of its lumber, 13 
per cent of its copper, 34 per cent of. its lead, 11 per 
cent of its zinc, 12 per cent of its tin, 10 per cent 
of its aluminum and 23 per cent of its nickel. 

All these are materials badly needed to build the 
planes and tanks and guns and motorized imple- 
ments for America’s gigantic war effort. It is little 
enough to ask of the civilian that he content himself 
with last year’s model, or drive his car until it 
enters the jalopy stage, or use the train, street car 
and bus, in order that the army, navy and air force 
may have these indispensable materials. 

There had been forecasts throughout 1941 of the 
present drastic step, as the motor industry took on 
increasingly larger contracts for defense work, and 
as the shortage of steel, aluminum and other critical 
materials became,.more and more pronounced. In 
the latter half of the year, quotas were cut by the 
OPM, yet the industry moved with great reluctance 
from a peacetime to an emergency basis. An Associat- 
ed Press dispatch of Aug. 21 said: 


The industry has just completed its largest 
manufacturing year since 1929, with an output of 
about 4,298,667 passenger cars and 985,000 trucks. 


The national defense program began in 1940,. yet 
motor vehicle sales actually increased 19.5 per cent 
over the previous year. So prevalent was the “busi- 
ness as usual” spirit in the industry that most of 
the 1942 models, placed on display a few months 
ago, had virtually the same amount of chromium 
and other fancy trimmings as in normal times. 

The sweeping order that takes effect today is ob- 
viously an effort to make up for lost time, for the 
long months in/which only scanty efforts were made 
to use the auto industry’s vast facilities to the limit” 
for national defense, For the industry itself, it 
means a far more drastic reorganization than if it 
had swung fully into line early in the emergency. 

The changes now required in the whole auto man- 
ufacturing and sales setup are considerably greater, 
for instance, than those projected in the plan pro- 
posed on Dec. 23, 1940, more than a year ago, by 
Walter P. Reuther of the CIO United Auto Workers’ 
Union. This plan, based on a survey showing that 
50 per cent of the industry’s manufacturing facili- 
ties were not in use at that time, called for a. pool- 
ing of its equipment for mass production of airplanes, 
at a rate estimated at’ 500 a day, in addition to 
reasonable output of motor vehicles by spreading 
their manufacture over a 12-month period instead of 
in a few peak months. 

This ingenious and carefully developed plan had 
a mixed reception. If it worked, it would be a fine 
contribution to American preparedness, the Presi- 
dent said at a press conference. Walter Lippmann 
found most experts considered the plan practical;

The auto industry, however, fought it tooth and 
nail. Its spokesmen, some in high defense circles, 
immediately found all sorts of flaws in the plan.

Some critics dismissed the plan because it came 
from a labor executive; for this reason, “they took 
it as a personal insult,” said Alsop and Kintner, the

The Reuther plan was rejected. And today a much 
more stringent plan goes into effect. 

The lessons are obvious. If we are to fight this 
war on the all-out basis required by the power and 
ruthlessness of our enemies, we must use every re- 
source available. Industry and consumers must ex- 
pect sacrifice and hardship in order to achieve vic- 
tory. And the plans of labor, of men with intimate 
knowledge of industrial problems, must be consid- 
ered just as seriously as those proposed by Govern- 
ment officials and by industry.

But the fact that we have been prepared for Ma- 
nila’s fall does not lessen in any way the blow which 
it is. If the treacherous assault on Pearl Harbor was 
an unscheduled first round, we have now also lost 
the second round. 

The Japanese position in the Pacific is greatly im- 
proved, For the time being at least, they are atrate- 
gically a long step nearer Singapore, 

It is, moreover, a victory of ‘great psychological 
importance to Japan. As were the early victories 
of Hitler on the Western front, and to the South, in 
Greece, it is a builder of morafé at home, Manila’s 
fall strengthens our Asiatic enemy on his home front, 
and that is important after four lohg years of war, 

Before the city’s occupation, Tokyo said that the 
fall of Manila “would mean complete collapse, sooner 
or later, of the entire system of defense of the Phil- 
ippine Island.” Perhaps it will, What Gen. Mac- 
Arthur can do by way of organizing a line of defense 
outside the city remains to be seen. But at best the 
prospect is dark and grim, 

Yet the immediate future is only the immediate 
future. President Roosevelt has given the nation’s 
pledge that the freedom of the Filipinos “will be 
redeemed and their independence established and 
protected.” 

Temporary occupation, in all probability, we will 
have to submit to. Permanent conquest we will 
never bow before. The American people extended a 
protecting arm to the people of the Philippines 40 
years ago, in time of lesser crisis to them. We shall 
not let them down when greater peril comes. 

We were not ready in the Philippines. We were 
lacking in everything that it would have taken to 
defend Manila successfully. Had we had sufficient 
planes on the islands, we could have made it virtu- 
ally impossible for the Japanese to move in trans- 
ports with their invading hosts. 

However that may be, Manila has fallen and Ma- 
nila must be recovered. 
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THAT SUGAR BOWL GAME.

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FRANCE’S HUMILIATION. 

In an abject New Year’s broadcast, Marshal Petain 
appealed to the Nazis to abate the terms of the 
armistice imposed upon France after its collapse of 
1940. The head of the Vichy Government described 
his country’s situation as a “false peace” and said 
that war continued in a definite form, with domestic 
disunity. If the Nazis modify the armistice terms, 
declared Petain, “our dignity will be restored, our 
economy relieved.” 

However much it is in the power of the Nazis to 
relieve French economy, it was Petain and his group 
which sacrificed French dignity. Dignity is an in- 
nate quality which cannot be conferred by a con- 
queror upon a fawning puppet government. In what 
now seems like an earlier incarnation, Petain held 
high the dignity of France. That was when he led 
the French armies in the successful defense of Ver- 
dun. What a contrast there is between the hero of 
that epic encounter and the senile man who spoke 
at Vichy yesterday! 

In his speech at Ottawa last Tuesday, Winston 
Churchill speculated on one of the “ifs” of history. 
Recalling that the French Government, at its own 
suggestion, had solemnly promised Britain not to 
make @ separate peace, Churchill said: 

It was their duty and it was also their inter- 
est to go to North Africa, where they would 
have been at the head of the French Empire, 
In Africa, with our aid, they would have had 
overwhelming sea power; they would have had 
the recognition of the United States and the use 
of all the gold they have lodged beyond the seas. 
If they had done this, Italy might have been 
driven out of the war before the end of 1940 and 
France would have held her place as a nation in 
the councils of the Allies and at the conference 
table of the victors. 

As it isthe capitulatioa of the French without a 
real fight and the acceptance by the Vichyites of Hit- 
ler’s terms at Compiegne have doomed the once 
mighty Republic to a beggar’s role in world affairs. 
And, while we are remembering Pearl Harbor, let us 
not forget that the French deal with the Japs for 
occupation of Indo-China paved the way for the pres- 
ent assaults on the Philippines and Singapore. 

It may. be that time will bear out the coddling 
policy toward Vichy that has been adopted by our 
State department, yet on the record so far made, it 
appears to be a futile one, France apparently has 
lost the will, to say nothing of the ability, to resist

Then the British Navy, after indignantly 
denying that aircraft carriers could not op- 
erate safely in the narrow North Sea, lost 
an aircraft carrier and decided to move the 
carriers out into the Atlantic, where they 
originally belonged. With that, the only 
units of the British Navy left to operate in 
the North Sea were destroyers and mine 
sweepers and small craft (mostly converted 
fishing trawlers, fitted’ with anti-aircraft 
listening devices. 

That left the British Navy nursing its 
wounds and trying to attend to the nursing 
in its auxiliary drydocks outside England. 
In short, the British Navy lost its home 
naval bases to Gerrfian air power, as any

ORDER LIMITS TRAVEL 
OF ENEMY ALIENS 


They Must Get. Approval of 
U. S. Attorney Before Leav- 
ing Home Communities. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 (AP). — 
The 1,100,000 German, Japanese 
and Italian nationals in this coun- 
try are forbidden to travel beyond 
the limits of their home communi- 
ties without the approval of Fed- 
eral authorities. 

Attorney General Biddle issued a 
regulation yesterday under which 
enemy aliens must give one week’s 
notice to the United States Attor- 


ney in the district in which he re- 
sides before traveling from one 
place to another. The attorney 
may refuse permission to travel 
when he deems it “potentially dan- 
gerous to public safety.” 

Biddle ordered enemy aliens. to 
surrender all of their firearms to 
local police authorities by 11 p. m., 
local time next Monday. An order

cameras by that time was issued 
last Wednesday. 

Germans, Japanese and Italians 
may follow their normal  move- 
ments within their home communi- 
ties, suc as commuting to their | 
place of business, church and 
school, and may go to governmen- 
tal buildings when necessary. 

However, if they desire to leave 
the home area they must file with 
the United States Attorney a state- 
ment describing the trip fully and 
giving its purpose. They may not 
travel by airplane. 

Enemy aliens must notify both 
the United States Attorney and 
the Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service before changing resi- 
dence,

For “Life With Father” is sure- 
fire, packed with pleasure of a kind 
that is neither foul nor grows stale. 

One who has seen the original 
Broadway presentation, still run- 
ning after more than two years, 
may give assurance that this pro- 
duction, originally organized for 
Chicago, in every way is up to New 
York standard—in cast, in setting 
and costumes. If comparisons were 
made, Percy Waram, as Father, 
might even rank a little higher 
than the original, Howard Lindsay, 
co-author of the play. 

Father Day actually lived, actu-

Heaven-sent, Son of Heaven.” The 
urn goes and rests on the family 
altar in the tiny wooden cottage— 
so picturesque, so miserably cold 
and squalid, 

The Japanese son would con- 
sider himself unmanly were he not 
to view his mother and other wom- 
en with’ ill-corcealed contempt. 
That is why he cannot understand 
the American. The American, to 
him, is soft, feminine, a con- 
temptuous sort of person. 


Slave to Husband. 

The Japanese wife walks behind 
her husband. She waits on him 
literally hand and foot. She super- 
vises his meals, but may only eat 
after he has satisfied himself and 
pushed the lacquered bowls away 
from him. Then she may eat if 
she finds time away from her la- 
boring for him. This is as true 
in the intimate family home as it 
is in public. I once saw a high- 
bred Japanese wife seated, 
rather squatting before her hus- 
band in an expensive “foreign 
style” restaurant in Tokyo. He 


said something to her. She rose 
and with a napkin removed her

jhusband’s set of false teeth. She 
wash- | 


toddled off to the ladies’ 

room; washed the teeth, and 
He put them back into his mouth 
and she took the cup of coffee 
from the waiter and gave it to her 
husband, 

In sleeping cars on Japanese 
trains, the wives first undress their 
husbands, fold their garments, put 
them to bed before they dream of 
retiring themselves. During the 
night they must be prepared at 
any moment to respond to a sum- 
mons for hot tea, or a salad of 
cold rice and dry seaweed. 


“You pamper your women,” a 


Japanese told me contemptuously,. 
“You defer to their decisions. You 
open auto doors for them and as- 
sist them to the street. No wonder 
your civilization is decadent. Can 
you wonder why we don’t want it 
spread amongst us?” 

And yet the surprising thing is 
this—the male Japanese has a 
mentality that is distinctly fem- 
inine. With all opr false notions, 
let us spike this one: The Jap- 
anese are highly .emotional, they 
do get panicky, they do lose their 
heads. Proudly they try to hide 
these things, and that in some 
measure explains their continual 
bragging, continual sword-rattling, 
their shouting at one another in 
public. 

The lot of their women cannot 
be a happy one. But you will 
never, I think, hear that from 
their.own lips. The American con- 
ception: that women are co-part- 
ners of their men, is to the Jap- 
anese one of the most dangerous 
conceptions we hold, They beg us 
never to spread such a doctrine 
among their women,

A. J, MATTHEWS DIES AT 84 


Southeast Missouri Landowner 
Succumbs at Sturdivant. 

SIKESTON, Mo., Jan. 2 (AP).—

on the platform. Movement, incidentally, is an excelent atten- 

tion attracting device, so don’t permit yourself to be forced 
into immobility, unless you have to.

EVEN A NOVICE can speak loudly enough to handle an 
audience of 1000 people, without any microphone system at all, 
if he will simply raise the pitch and volume of his vocal output. 
It is no task for me to speak for two hours before a crowd of 
5000 people, without any mechanica] amplifying equipment what- 
ever. I'm a professional orator, however, having addressed 
more than 1,000,000 people in this country, so I don't ask you 
amateurs to speak as loudly as I do.

The final contract was difficult 
to reach, Indeed, there is some 
question whether or not North 
should have taken out the three no 
trump bid to persist in diamonds. 
Be that as it may, the five dia- 
mond contract was an excellent 
one and should have been fulfilled 
with ease. 


West opened a low heart and de- 
clarer captured East’s king with 
the ace. A heart was then ruffed 
with dummy’s diamond four, and a 
club to the ace permitted the ruff 
of another heart with the diamond 
five, Declarer then returned to his 
hand with the spade ace and, 


blithely assuming that this ruffing ~ 


process could go on forever, led 
his own last heart and ruffed with 
dummy’s diamond six. East over- 
ruffed with the seven and, since 
his partner could not be put on 
lead in clubs, returned a low spade. 
West won with the king and made 
a good return, namely, his last 
heart. Now, whatever declarer did 
was wrong. If he ruffed with the 
diamond ace, East would later 
make the diamond king on the 
ony The contract was inevitably 
ost. 


It should be obvious that the 
winning play was simplicity itseif. 
After taking the opening lead with 
the heart ace and ruffing a heart, 
returning to the club ace and ruf- 
fing a second heart, declarer should 
have realized that suits do not al- 
ways break 444-1. Hence there 
would be grave risk in attempt- 
ing to ruff South’s last heart with 
dummy’s last low diamond. De- 
clarer could well afford to give up 
one spade trick and one diamond 
trick if he had to lose no tricks in 
hearts or clubs. On that basis, de 
eclarer should have cashed the club 
king, then should have returned to 
his hand with the spade ace and 
ruffed his last heart with the dia- 
mond ace! After ‘that, declarer 
could not possibly lose more than 
his spade ten and one diamond 
trick to the king. 

As I said originally, a play cf 
this type should not be overlooked 
by any one beyond beginners’ 
grade.

Why Are the Hands on a Painted Clock 
Always Placed at 8:18? 

There is a tradition that the rea 
gon why dummy clocks invariably 
indicate that it is 18 minutes after 
eight is to commemorate the ex- 
act moment that Lincoln was shot 
by Booth. 

There is another tale to the ef- 
fect that 8:18 points not to the 
moment of the shooting of Lincoln, 
but to the time of his death, which 
was painted onto one of these 


clocks by a man who was making 
one when he got the news, 


There are other variants of this! 


tale, all of them disregarding the 
accepted historical fact that Booth 
fired his gun at Lincoln at 10:10 
at night; that Lincoln died at 7:30 
the next morning, and that a dum- 
my clock showing the time at 8:18 
was the trademark of jewelers 
long before Lincoln. 

These facts also dispose of the 
story that the painted clock show- 
ing 8:18 derives from the circum- 
stance that when Gen. U. 8. Grant 
died in the Adirondacks at Mount 


McGregor, N. Y., at 18 minutes past | 1 


8 in the fall of 1885, all clocks in 
New York City public buildings 
were stopped at that time until 
after his funeral; and all jewelry 
stores as a token.of respect re- 
painted the dials on the wooden 
clocks, which were mounted in 
front pf their places of business, 
to show the moment of the death 
of Gen. Grant; and that that is how 
it started. 

There seémg to be no question 
that. the reason 8:18 always: is 
shown is two-fold: This arrange- 
ment of the hands was considered 
the most graceful, artistic and 
symmetrical. Also, it afforded the 
most space in which to place. the 
jeweler’s name, or other advertis- 
ing. -e <
